It has led to hy- 
bridizing, and to the originating of nearly 
all the popnlar varieties now cultivated.— 
The whole tribe of seedlings came of the 
practice of this unlettered fruit grower in

Ohio. 
The prize strawberries of Cincinnati 


art the result of judicious crossing, for the 
purpose of obtaining new varieties. Hoy- 
ey'a Seedling was impregnated with the 
largest English hermaphrodite, and, of the 
great number of seedlings produced, the 
Prolific, the Superior, and the Extra Red, 
were deemed worthy of cultivation. These 
are abundent bearers of excellent large fruit. 
A hint from Mr. Longworth's experience 
will be of service to all growers of this de- 
licious fruit: " I mis with my rich garden 
mould one half of the poorest and stiffest 
clay I can find. The result is, plants of a 
much larger growth, that stand dry weather, 
bear more and larger fruit, and the niants 
are never thrown out of the ground m the 
spring, when the ground thaws.—iVeio York 
Tinges.

NEW YORK, July 24, 1857. 


MR. EDITOR :—One of the strangest of 


the many strange things that have lately 
happened in this quarter, is the fact that 
Mayor Wood has at length taken his seat 
as a member of the Metropoh'tan Police 
Commissioners—which body he is, by vir- 
tue of his office, a lawful member, and the 
Mayor of Brooklyn another, who has also 
taken his seat with the Board. 


These gentlemen having first united with 


the Board since Mr. Draper's resignation, 
and Mr. Cholwell bcing,it is said, favorably 
disposed to the two Mayors, speculation is 
very busy as to what will be the upshot of 
tin's state of things. Mayor Wood, having 
carried on his wrarfare, against the new 
Board with great vigor, down to the date of 
the decision against him by the Court of 
Appeals, it was hardly to have been ex- 
pected that he would attend any meeting of 
the same, notwithstanding he was a nomi- 
nal member. 
But Sir Fernando is com- 


monly understood to be an arch political 
manager ; and some of those who think 
they can see a good way into a millstone, 
look very knowing, and profess to be per- 
fectly sure that he will have the entire con- 
trol of the Board and of the Police in less 
than no time !

AN ORDINANCE 
IN RELATION TO 


QUARANTINE. 


13e it Ordained &?/ the City Council, as 


follows : 
Section 1. A quarantine shall be had of all 


vessels, their officers, crews, passengers and 
cargoes that come within the harbor of New- 
port, which are from New Orleans, Mobile, or 
any port or place whatever, where any infec- 
tious, contagious or malignant disease pre- 
vails, or recently has prevailed, or whith are 
foul or infected after their arrival; neither 
shall any vessel coming from an infected dis- 
trict, or on board which, during her voyage, 
any person may have died of an infectious 
disease, or whose cargoes or any part thereof 
has recently been brought from any such port 
or place, be unladen of any article which may 
be deemed by the Health Officer, capable of 
generating or communicating disease, until 
written permission therefor b» obtained from 
the Mayor, or inhis absence from a member of 
the Board of Aldermen. 


Sec. 2. The Quarantine ground of the city 


of Ncwport.jfjhall comprise all that part of the 
harbor extending North from a hue drawn 
from the light house on Goj->t Island to the 
South extremity of Fort Greene, and East of 
a line drawn from the head of the Long Wharf 
to the Western extremity of Coaster's Har- 
bor Island. The Mayor, or in his absence, 
member of the Board of Aldermen, shall de- 
termine at what distance from the Asylum on 
Coaster's Harbor Island, the quarantine ves- 
sels shall be placed, so that the health of the 
poor that may be iu the Asylum may not be 
endangered. All vessels that may be ordered 
into quarantine shall, during thctime they re- 
main in quarantine, wear a color in their 
shrouds, in such manner as to be seen at a 
proper distance. 


SECTION 3. During the time any vessel is 


performing quarantine, no person shall go on 
board thereof, excepting those employed by or 
under the Health Officer, or by permission of 
the Mayor, or in his absence, a member of the 
Board of Aldermen carrying a certificate from 
the Mayor or said member; and every person 
who shall violate the provisions of this section, 
shall be liable to be considered as contamina- 


^ 
infection, and held to undergo purifi- 


cation in the same manner and under the same 
regulations and restrictions, as those perform- 
ing quarantine on board of said vessel, and 
shall remain there until discharged by the 
Health Officer, or the Mayor, or in his absence 
a member (if the Board of Aldermen; and the 
Health Officer may forcibly detain such per- 
son or persons for the purposes aforesaid. 


SUCTION' 4. It shall be the duty of the Sen- 


tinel to hoard every vessel arriving at this 
>ort between the 30th day of June and the 1st 
lay of November of any year, and examine 
their condition, and if such vessel is liable to 
quarantine, to order said vessel to the quaran- 
tine ground and deliver the captain or com- 
manding ofHcer u copy of these regulations, 
and report to the Mayor, or in his absence, a 
member of the Board of Aldermen, her situa- 
tion and circumstances, and shall by his ad- 
vice and direction, take such measures for 
cleansing said vessel at the expense of the 
owners, master or commanding officer thereof, 
is are proper and necessary, and shall detain 
:ieron the quarantine ground, so lung as the 
Mayor, or in his absence, a member (tf the 
Board of Aldermen, shall think it expedient, 
wid all expenses incurred by such Health Of- 
icer during the time said vessel is quarantin- 
ed, may be recovered by him in an action of 
:he case, in the name of the City Treasurer, 
.gainst said owners, master or commanding 
IHccr, or cither or any of them, belore any 


Court, competent to try the same; 
SIUJTION 5.—A person who shall lie a Health 
Ollicor and a Sentinel, shall be appointed by 
he CitytCouncil, who Khali receive such com- 
pensation for his services as may be allowed 
Ijy the City Council, anil they shall also ap- 
point a, Physician who shall be called the 
Port Physician, who shall receive such com- 
pensation as may be determined by the City 
Council, to be paid him by the master or 
commanding

shall board ; it shall be his duty when called 


Physician shall dully report to the Mavor, in- 
in fiis ubsciKT, a jiK-mbei1 of thy Hoard of Al- 
dermen, the sitvu'tioii of cvi'ry sick person, 
and give a ocrli.'icali' to the mnsUT of each 
vessel when hn shall think proper, tlmt such 
vessel may be discharged from quarantine.
